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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Action 

Claim 1 is pending and examined. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.

Claim interpretation 

The phrase "over the counter" in claim 1 has been interpreted in light of the 
specification/abstract to mean precisely a composition comprising as its active agents 
neomycin, polymyxin B sulfates, bacitracin zinc and hydrocortisone. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. An idea, absent some conception and 
reduction to practice to show that the inventor had possession of the invention at the 
time of filing, is not patentable subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The composition which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The composition must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Written Description 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

To satisfy the written description requirement, applicant must convey with 
reasonable clarity to one skilled in the art, as of the filing date that application was in 
possession of the claimed invention. In "some unpredictable areas of chemistry and 
biology, there is no conception until the invention has been reduced to practice." 
MacMillan v. Moffett, 432 F.2d 1237, 1234-40, 167 USPQ 550, 552-553 (CCPA 1970). 
See also Hitzeman v. Rutter, 243 F.3d '1345, 58 USPQ2d 1161 (Fed. Cir. 2001). 
Although the claimed composition may predictably reduce inflammation and function as 
an antibiotic, it is not clear from the application that the claimed composition will treat 
any and all unwanted deposits i.e particulate airborne debris. A claim to a method of 
treatment which is broader or different than that which is already known in the art would 
require some reasonable amount of evidence that the composition was reduced to 
practice. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
Patent No. 6,291,500 to Ponikau in view of PDR, Medical Economics Company, In. 
(2001) pg. 3266 an FR 2622112 to Medipro. 

Ponikau teaches methods and materials (see Title) for treating inflammation of 
mucosal tissue including fungal induced rhinosinusitits (see Abstract) comprising 
steroids such as hydrocortisone (see col 26 line 63) and antibacterial agents such as 
neomycin (see col 27 line 1). 

Ponikau does not teach the inclusion of the antibacterial agents polymyxin B or 
Bacitracin specifically. 

The PDR teaches an antibacterial ointment, Neosporin®, which comprises 
bacitracin zinc, neomycin and polymyxin B. Medipro teaches a nasal spray comprising 
polymyxin B and neomycin (see translation of Abstract). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to combine the above 
references and as combined teach the claimed composition. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would have been motivated to combine the references because all three teach an 
antibiotic agent. Ponikau specifically teaches a composition for use in the nasal cavity 
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which includes hydrocortisone and provides a nonexclusive list of antibiotic agents for 
inclusion into such composition such that an "antibacterial agent can be any compound 
that is active against bacteria, such as,..." (see col 26 lines 66-end) thereby motivating 
one skilled in the art to optimize or vary the type of antibiotic used. The PDR teaches 
the claimed antibacterial agents in one composition and Medipro teaches that 
antibacterial compositions can be used in the nasal cavity. Thus, the claimed invention 
was within the ordinary skill in the art to make and use at the time it was made and was 
as a whole, prima facie obvious. 

Claim Suggestion 

The following claim 2, drafted by the examiner and considered in a form better fit 
for examination, is presented to applicant for consideration: 

2. A method for the treatment of a bacterial infection of the nasal cavity 
comprising providing to a subject in need of such treatment a composition comprising 
1% hydrocortisone present in an amount of 50% of the total composition, neomycin, 
polymyxin B sulfate and bacitracin zinc wherein a therapeutically effective amount of the 
composition is applied in the nasal cavity of the subject.
